YORKED, NOT MATTED. 

When the Northern and Southern 
Colonies bad won their independence, 
they should have established separate 
Governments. The late Civil War and 
the horrors of the despotism of to-day 
are the direct consequences of an un- 
natural Union of States with conflicting 
interests, in which it was inevitable that 
part of them must thrive by plundering 
‘the others. 

The Northern States have repressed 
the desperate attempt of the South, 


dependence ; and now congratulate them- 
selves that the perpetuity of the Union is 
secured. But nevertheless, our opinion 
is only strengthened, that a permanent 
Union, under a republican form of gov- 
‘ernment, is impossible, and was im possi- 
_ ble from the beginning. 
The Constitution framed in 1757 con- 
‘tained in itself the seeds of its own ruin ; 
and the Union was the fruit of com- 
| promises and bargains of that pature 
which forbade their being the foundation 
of a stable commonwealth. The Censti- 
tution was a vain attempt to protect the 
‘section that was destined to become the 
weaker, deainst the aggressive selfish- 
ness of that which was destined to be- 
come the stronger; and to reconcile the 
hostile interests of the large and small 
States, and quiet the fears and jealousies 
of the latter, and curb the inclination to 
Jomineer of the former, by giving each 
an equal vote in the Senate, and to the 
large States the complete mastery, in the 
House of Representatives. 

The idea of the Northern States, after- 
wards elaborately developed by Mr. WEB- 
sTe@r, thet the inviolability of the guar- 
antees contained in the Constitution, and 
the faithful execution of its provisions, 
restricting and binding the States, were 
;not ensured by the solemnly pledged 

‘faith of each State to all and all to each 

as high contracting parties, but only by 
the declaration of the Supreme will o 
‘the one People of all the States, was a 
distinct repudiation of the only true se- 
urity of the rights of the minority and 
the feebler of the States. A sovereigao 


deny the privilege of the writ of Habeas 
Corpus, or imprison men without legal | 
warrant, or hang citizens and women by | 
military commissions, or make negroes 
the masters and white men the slaves. 


The colonies revolted, because they 
had grown so great as to feel that they | 
were fit, and therefore entitled, to be inde- | 
pendent. If the law did not emancipate | 
the son from paternal control, at the age 
of twenty-one, his instincts would com- | 
pel him to emancipate himself. The 
right of the Colonies was, to be independ- 
ent, without other cause than that their 
time to be so had arrived. The imposi-| 
tious of England were but the pretexts 
for the assertion of this right. 

So the South, in 1861, simply obeyed | 
those instincts which taught it that the 
time had come when it should separate | 
from the North, and establish an inde- 
pendent Ggvernment; that the longer 
continuance of the Union was dangerous 
and would become fatal to it. It was 
the Minority: the Majority always 
abuses its powers and becomes & tyrant ; 
and there is no tyranny so hard to sub- 
mit to as the low and vulgar despotism 
of Paritanic intolerance and ignoble re- 
venge, sharpened by the incitations of 
cupidity and greed. Slavery, and al! the 
questions that sprung from its existence 
in the South, were only the ostensible 
causes of the dissensions that at last cul- 
minated in Civil War. The Northern 
States were not content to take the great 
Northwest and populate it, and create 
States in it, and leave the Southwest to 
the Southern States. On the cortrary, 
though growth is a necessity of young 
and vigorous Nations, the North an- 
nounced to the South its unalterable 
determination that no more slave States 
should be created, that the South should 
not expand, and (hat domestic servitude | 
should be confised within the limits it.

The Fremont (Iowa) Times, of the 
13th, says: On the night of the 5th the 
water in the Missouri river made a grand 
rush across the narrow neck of land at 
Peru, a distance of about a quarter of a 
mile, thereby shortening the river nearly 
twenty miles. Hamburg and Sidney 
landings, which are situated in this bend, 
were left several miles from the river. 
This is notan uncommon freak of the 
‘ Big Muddy,” as no one can tell to day 
where it will be to-morrow. On the 
morning after the river made the cut the 
steamer Cornelia and Miner came around 
the old channel, and after baving made 
the entire circuit of the bend, arriving at 
the upper end of the cut were drawn into 
the current, which at that time was run- 
ning very ewiftiy, and carried through 
in spite of themsetves, thus losing twenty 
miles’ travel in a few minutes. They 
were compelled to make the circuit over 
again. The Deer Lodge‘on her way 
from the mountains, not being advised 
of this fact, was taken down sideways, 
injuring herself considerably. At present 
writing boats are making trips wp and 
down through the new channel with alt 
ease, This shortening has necessarily 
made a greater fall than the river, and 
the low lands below town were com- 
pletely drained on last Sunday, notwith- 
standing the Missouri was on the rise. 
This will be of great benefit to that part 
of the country. We understand that a 
smal! steamboat is to be im mediately put 
in operation between this place and 
Peru, on the Gishnabotana river, whieh 
stream has been pronounced navigable 
by old settlers, for large boats up as far 
as this place.

Ta meeting of the citizens of luka, Tisho- 
mingo county, State of Mississippi, the 

llon. J. '» Martin wae called to tue Chair and 
Prof. T. J. Norcom to act as see. etary, who ex- 
piained the object of the meeting to be the 
adoption of suitable Measvres for removin 
the remains of the Confederate Dead interr 
at varl us places. in this town to an appropriate 
Cemetery. 

After some very appropriate and touching 
remarks by D N.Cayee upon this daty both of 
respect to the dead,to the teelings of their 
mourning friepd«, and to our town, Dr J. N. 
Powell moved that a committee be appoiated 
by the chairman to report suiteole res.lations 
embodying the t& st plan for carrying out the 
object of Loe meeting ; whereupon the foilow- 
ing wenlliemen were appointed on the commit- 
tee : Messrs. N, Cayce, KR. W. ice, J. 
Coman, Dr. J. = Davis A. T. Mathews, Dr. J. 
A. Powell, J.C. Hollman, Col. J.L. Moore and 
A. W. Patterson, 

Ou motion of Maj. Coman, the Chairman of 
the meeting was made Chairman of the com- 
mittee, and Col. KR W. Price was elected Treas- 
urer ty reeeive and disburse all funds used for 
this purpose, 

At an adjourned meeting at 8 oclock p.m, 
the committee reported the following resolu- 
tions:
